Two new local shows hit the air in June, as Channel 3 debuts a bingo 
game and Channel 45 premieres a teen dance party. 

"Jackpot Bingo" will air weekdays from 4:30 to 5 p.m., starting June 9. 
"The Lloyd Thaxton Show" will run in the same time slot, starting June 30. 

"Jackpot Bingo" is a KTVK adaptation of a syndicated craze that 
is sweeping the country. The show is billed as the only TV game show 
allowing viewers to win money without leaving their living room couches. 
The "blackout bingo" winnings range from $25,000 to $25, with a 
gimmick that could possibly double the winnings. 

Channel 3 weathercaster Jim Howl and local actress Ana Auther 
will co-host "Jackpot Bingo," using the cards, title and set design 
suppied by the syndicator. 

Bingo cards will be distributed, starting June 6, via the show's 
sponsors, which at this time include Arby's, Basha's Markets, Tele-Sound 
and Tele-Vid. 

"Jackpot Bingo" replaces "The People's Court," which moves to Channel 12 
in the fall. Channel 3's "Court" contract ends in September, but it's 
common and prudent practice to drop a moving show in the hopes that viewers 
will switch their loyalties before it reappears. 

Channel 3 program director Sue Schwartz says she bought "Jackpot Bingo" 
for a summer run. 

"We have no plans to carry it into the fall," she said. "It's something 
fun to do for the summer, and it's something the whole family can do 
together. We think it will be popular, because there are 675 licensed bingo 
outlets in the state of Arizona, the majority in Phoenix and Tucson. 
Obviously, if it's a tremendous hit we'll find a place for it." 

Given the show's history, if Schwartz has failed to tie up "Bingo" 
through fall she's playing with a blank card. 

The show has been credited with boosting news ratings in places as 
diverse as Hawaii, Oklahoma City and Pittsburgh. In Pittsburgh, it airs on 
a station that shares KTVK's ratings profile — its newscasts run 10th in a 
three-station race — and the bingo game has boosted its news lead-in 
audience so well that the station actually declined to pre-empt it for 
President Reagan's press conference announcing the Libya bombing in April. 
One would hope, of course, that Channel 3's news judgement would take 
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precedence over such greed. Meanwhile, as Howl and Auther are yelling out 
bingo numbers, the family teenagers may be dancing in Channel 45 's studio 
to the platters and prattle of Lloyd Thaxton..
